FOOD PRODUCTS 


Canada’s food producers have done 
an amazing war job, said K.W, Tay- 
lor, co-ordinator of the Foods Admin- 
istration of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board in a recent address to 
the Saskatchewan Dairy Association 
conference in Regina, 

Since 1939 Canadian farmers have 
increased the volume of production by 
an average of 40 per cent despite a 
decrease of 20 per cent in pre-war 
manpower, 1944 figures alone showed 
increases of 71 per cent in meats; 68 
per cent in eggs, 57 per cent in grain, 
22 per cent in fruit and vegetables 
and 13 per cent in total milk. 

Given decent international economic 
arrangements, there can be little dan- 
ger of producing too much food as 
world needs are increasing much fast 
er than production, Mr. Taylor declar- 
ed, Analysing our present distribution 
he showed that Canadian food goes 
to the Armed Forces; U.K, (principal. 
ly canned salmon, wheat, bacon, eggs 
and cheese); other United Nations 
(Russia, Greece, Holland, Belgium, 
France, Italy, Yuroslavia and North 
Africa): to ship's stores which leave 
Canada laden with sufficient food sup 
plies to see them home arain: Prison 
er of War parcels (numbering about 
8 million a year and each containing 
10 Ibs, of food): to overseas canteens

FLOOR PRICES 


(By H.G.L, Strange) 

The Government has passed an Act 
to support the prices of agricultural 
products during the transition period 

| from war to peace, The sum of 200 
‘million dollars has been appropriated 
by Parliament to cover the expendi- 


ture for the period, The object of the 
Act is to endeavor to secure a fair 
relationship between the return — to 
agricultural producers and those of 
other occupations, 

According to the Searle Index the 
present price of wheat gives a bushel 
of wheat a purchasing power over 
the things farmers have to buy by 1.6 
per cent greater that a bushel had in 
1913-14; 100 pounds of hogs now have 
a purchasing power of 3.2 per cent 
less than hogs had jin 1913-14; 100 


Ibs. of lambs now have a purchasing | 


power of 17.6 per cent greater than 
in 1913-14; and 100 Ibs. of steers have 
now a purchasing power of 7.1 per 
cent greater than in 1913-14, Hourly 
wages received by people in industrial 
occupations, however, have a consid- 
erably higher purchasing power over 
the things labour has to buy than such 
wages had in 1913-14, 

If farmers, therefore, are to have 
a fair relationship with those of other 
occupations, then agricultual prices 
during the transition period would 
have to be not far away from present 
prices. Much, however, will probably 
depend upon the quantities of agri- 
cultural products the Government can 
sell abroad, and upon the prices re- 
ceived,
